Is Charged with Drunkenness 
by Rev. Len 6. Broughton. 


HS SECOND. DENUNCIATION 


Declares Mayor Woodward Has Violated 
Promises Made to Council, — 


HE CHARGES GROSS IMMORALITY 


Says in Sermon That the Mayor Was 
Drunk Last Week, and Demands 
That Council Take Ac- 
tion This After- 
noon. 


Mayor James G. Woodward was for the 
second time denounced from the pulpit by 
Dr. L. G. Broughton at the Tabernacle 
Baptist church last night, and the second 
arraignment, like the first, was on the 
charge of drunkenness and immorality. 

Dr. Broughton, in the presence of a con- 
gregation of 3$00 people, charged that the 
mayor of Atlanta had been on a drunken 


spree for the past week cr ten days, and 


visited, while in such a condition, houses | 


of prostitution. 

In the same breath with the charges, 
Dr. Broughton demanded that the mayor 
be impeached, and impeached at once, de- 
claring emphatically: 


“In the name of Almighty God, Christian | 


men and women, have we not had 
enough? I for one have had, and I say 
that it shall stop and stop now!”’ 

He gave a history of what he claimed 
to have been Mayor Woodward's conduct 
in the past, and said that there was no 
longer any room for mercy. 

In making the charges and “the demand 
for an impeachment, Dr. Broughton read 
what he had to pay from three sheets of 
paper. 

He said he violated a rule of his préach- 
ing by reacing from manwvscript, but that 
he did so in this instance, that there might 
be no mistake about what he said. 

That he expects the matter to be taken 
up at once, in some shape, was evident 
from his announcement that he would 
possibly change his intention of leaving 
the city Tuesday for Hot Springs, Ark. 

The words used in Dr. Broughton’s re- 
marks were forcible enough, but when 
there was added to this his earnest man- 
ner of speaking, it might well be imagined 
what an effect his severe arraignment of 
on his

Three Thousand Heard Him. 

Dr. Broughton had announced to preach 
last night at the Tabernacle on the third 
fommandment. It had peen rumored that 
he intended to allude to the mayor, and 
many had gone there to hear what he had 
to say. There were fully 3,000 peopie in 
the vast auditorium.

Taking the Bible in his hand to preach 
the sermon of the evening, Dr. Broughton 
Pausei a2 moment, ‘laid the Bible down 
B£ain, and picked up three sheets of paper 
from the table at his side, as he‘said: 

“Before I begin my regular discourse 
tonight there is a matter about which I 
will speak to you, and I do so, as God Is 
My judge, only because there“is a con- 
Viction in my soul that It is a duty. I am 
Sorry that it must be so. That there may 
be no mistake or misunderstanding about

A Severe Arraignment. 
Dr. Broughton read from the paper he 
held in his hands, pausing to give an em- 


phasis to certain passages. What he 


read was as follows: 


Before beginning my sermon tonight, 
I must beg your indulgence while I 
speak of a matter which needs the im- 
mediate consideration of every patri- 
otic citizen in Atlanta. I refer to the 
pnesent condition of the mayor of our 
city. I do not suppose I will surprise 
you very much when I say that the 
mayor of Atlanta is at present, and 
has been for the last. week, in a 
beastly state of drunkenness. 

About nine months ago, it will be re- 
membered that I denounced the mayor 
as a drunken sot, a libertine and a 
gambler. Y®u are all familiar with 
the outcome of those charges. A com- 
mittes was eppointed by the council 
to look into them, ana the mayor con- 
fessed them, and mercy was extended 
upon his positive promise to’ abstain 
from these crimes in the future. I 
want to say that no man _ favored 
granting this mercy more than I did. 
I believa in mercy, and though I was 
naturally skeptical, I was for giving 
him a chance to redeem himself. 

“Trampled on Pledges.’’ 

About two .months after this he 
trampled these pledges—made_ the 
council and an outraged community— 
under his feet, and outraged us again 
by a disgraceful drunken cakewalk 
at a dive in this community. 

Again he was brought before council 
and was about to be impeached, when 
he succeeded in getting a compromise 
by allowing him to hand in his resig- 
nation this .high and honorable 
office: this resignation to take effect 
just as soon as he was guilty again. 
I was out of the city at this time, and 
was surprised that the council should 
permit such_an outrage again to be 
excused. But I kept faith in the 
matter, and have let it all alone. 

Now what? After all this our com- 
munity must again suffer the outrage 
of a drunken mayor. What is mercy 
to a man like this? W® can stand 
sich an*insult in the face of a pa-- 
tience already worn threadbare? I say 
to you frankly I will not submit to it 
without as vigorous a protest as I 
know how to make. Atlanta don't de- 
serve this disgrace. 

Demands Impeachment. 

The mayor of this city ought to be 
impeached. He must be impeached, 
and that now. or the city council for- 
feits every claim to our respect. There 
is no use whining mercy now. The 
man who tramples the good name of 
this city with its churches and its 
business interests under his feet and 
then disregards his own pledges and 
outrages our patience don't deserve 
mercy. 

I am sorry for hiin. I pray for him 
in his weakness. But are we to still 
submit to such a disgrace while we 
are losing everything and gaining 
rothing? As a citizen of Atlanta, in 
the name of our city, our churches, 
our women and our children, I protest 
and demand again that the mayor of 
this city be impeached tomorrow at 
the meeting of council. 

In addition to all of this there is 
another and more revent charge which 
1 would not mention but for the gravi- 
ty of the subject. The mayor was In 
a house of prostitutiwu just last week 
and so maudlin drunk that he reported 
to a police officer that the women had 
robbed him of $100.

On August 8d an article appeared in @ 


Savannah morning paper under an At- 
lanta date line charging that the mayor 
had been drunk again a few nights before 
at a resort near At.anta. 

On August bth council] held a caucus 
and asked for Mayor Woodward's resig- 

ation to be tendered by the following 

onday morning. 

Five days later on a committee 
of five from the council was appointed to 
investigate the mayor's conduct. 

When council met again on August 14th 
Mayor Woodward was present. He made 
the written statement and condi- 
tional resignation to which Dr. 
Broughton referred last night. Fol- 
lowing are the three _ (final par- 
agraphs in the mayor's statement of Au- 
gust 14th to council, which contain the 
promise referred to by Dr, Broughton: 

“There are, however, other things for 
me to take into consideration. I vaiue my 
manhood more than I do the mayoralty. 
I would rather be impeached by you than 
to run at the hue and cry of my outside 
enemies. Similiar charges to those now 
made against me were thoroughly aired 
and investigated during my candidacy Jjast 
fall. All objections to my personal habits 
were before the public. In spite of this 
I was elected by a large majority of my 
fellow citizens, and by them was placed 
upon me the responsibliity of discharging 
the duties of my high office for two years, 
This is an obligation which I can not hon- 
orably shirk. 

“In ail honesty and frankness, I have 
committed some indiscretions. Possiblv 
this is too mild a term for them, but 
judging them by the standard set _by the 
world, they were simply indiscretions, 

“They affect only my private life. 
In my heart I know that I have evaded 
no official responsibility, neglected no of- 
ficial duty, in no instance closed my eyes 
to the city’s interests and committed no 
official wrong. Without a shadow of ego- 
tism, I declare pride not only in my offi- 
cial record, but in the high and patriotic 
purposes that have animated me. 

‘“‘As my {indiscretions offend they shall 
cease. This promise made by myself may 
be construed also as a promise to your 
body and to my constituents at large. 
I make it deliberately, solemnly, with full 
copfidence in my strength and full 
knowledge of my weakness. If my 
self confidence at any time hereafter 
shall be destroyed by my failure to 
abide by this promise it will 
be my duty to myself and to the public 
to resign my office and I will do so; be- 
cause when I have lost my manhood by 
breaking my resolution, I will no longer 
be worthy of the office. Until then I 
have the honor to be, vours respectfully, 

“JAMES G. WOODWARD.

EX-SECRETARY ENDICOTT DEAD 


Member of Cleveland’s First Cabinet 
Passes Away. 

Boston, Mass., May 6.—William Crownin- 
shield Endicott, secretary of war under 
President Cleveland’s first administration, 
died at his residence in this city this 
afternoon of pneumonia, aged seventy- 
three. Although Mr. Endicott’s system 
had been somewhat enfeebled by an at- 
tack of the grip from which he suffered 
last winter, he had been in apparently 
good bodily health up to last Wednesday, 
when he was taken ill and pneumonia 
developed, the disease reaching its most 
acute form Saturday evening. He rallied 
slightly, however, but during Sunday his 
respiration gradually grew weaker and 
about 5 o’clock he passed away. 

The funeral will be private and 
burial will be in Salem. 

Mr. Endicott’s daughter, the wife of 
Joseph Chamberlain, the Englisn secre- 
tary of state for the colonies, was notified 
by cable. Mrs. Endicott was Ellen Pea- 
body, daughter of George Peabody, the 
philanthropist.

DAVID B. CULBERSON IS DEAD. 


a Prominent Texan and Was 
Congressman for Years. 

Jefferson, Tex., May 6.—Ex-Congressman 
David B. Culberson, father of United 
States Senator Charles A. Culberson, of 
Texas, died at his home here this morn- 
ing shortly after a2 o’clock. He had been 
suffering from grip and for the last two 
or three days was unconscious at inter- 
vals, so that his death was not unex- 
pected. 

Ex-Congressman Culberson served sev- 
eral times as a democrat in the lower 
house of the national legislature, and was 
at one time a prominent candidate for the 
speakership. He was for a long time chair- 
man of the judiciary committee of the 
house and was regarded as one of the 
best constitutional lawyers in public life.

Hutton and Pole-Carew’s Commands

Vet River, Sunday, May 6.—Yesterday 
the British after a long march, encounter- 
ed the Boers holding Vet River, with six 
guns, two being of long range. An ar-

Hutton after a sharp engagement, cross- 
ed the river on the left just before sunset. 
The Boers retreated during/the night. 
General Pole Carew started at daybreak 
yesterday on a nineteen-mile march. He 
first came into contact with Boers hold- 
ing the river at 1 o’clock p. m. The Brit- 
ish soon had two batteries in action, and 
later they added two naval 9-pounders, 
two 4.7 and 5-inch siege guns.

General Hutton started early to find the 
drift on the west. When this was dis-

The British speed- 
ily engaged the Boers, who enfiladed the 
dismounted firing line with a Maxim, but 
General Hutton pushed forward his own 
pompom anda galloping Maxim and 
forced the Boers to leave the river bed. 
The encounter was terribly hot. Later 
the whole British force crossed the river, 
threatening the Boers’ right. 

The Boers must have received about the 

Same time news of General Hamilton's 
accupation of Winburg. 
- ADcut sunset a detachment of twenty- 
six Australians, who had crept unseen 
toward the river bed, found themselves 
near a kopje occupied by the Boers. Af- 
ter firing tney fixed bayonets and charged, 
capturing the kopje. All was done on 
their own initiative. Thus night fell. 
Early this morning it was discovered that 
the whole Boer force had fled. 

General Hutton, during the night, got 
two squadrons to blow up the line near 
Swaldsel. 

The British discovered yesterday at 
every 100 yards along the railway con- 
cealed, small packages of high explosives. 
The Boers had destroyed three bridges 
over sprults between here and Brandford, 
but in very case it was possible to make 
a detour. 

The Boers appear to be fighting with 
much less spirit. It is reported that they 
are commanded by General Lucas Meyer. 

The bridge over the Vet river is com- 
pletely detroyed. 

General Hutton captured a Maxim and 
took twelve prisoners. 


ROBERTS’S ADVANCE PLEASES. 


England Is Watching the Work in 
South Africa Closely. 
London, May 7, 4:10 a. m.—Lord Roberts 
is making better progress than any one 
had dared to hope and is meeting with 
success at all points. The only news of 
the actual occupation of Winburg is the 
ircidental reference to it in the dispatch 
fr¢cm Vet river describing General Pole- 
Carew’s operations, but as the latest news 
of General Hamilton's operations, dated 
Saturday morning, was that he was ther

"Le Boers, following their customary 
practice, had evacuated their positions 
on the Vet river during Saturday night. 
As Lord Roberts. advancing along the 
railway, and General Hamilton, twenty 
miles to the east, threatened the two 
wings of the Boer forces, it would not

General Hamilton's advance will pre- 
vent the Boer forces in the direction of 
Thabanchu joining their main army near 
Winburg. 

General Rundle on Saturday had ar- 
rived in pursuit of the Boers seven miles 
north of Thabanchu, compelling the Boers 
to retire in an easterly direction.

“The federal forces, although weak in 
numbers, offered strong resistance, but 
they were forced by the overwhelming 
force opposed to them to evacuate the 
town.”’

RABBI IS AGAINST THE BOERS. 


He Declares That the Transvaal Is 
Not a Republic. 

New York, May 6—Rev, Joseph H. 
Hoitz, who was rabbi of the Witwaters- 
rand Hebrew congregation of Johannes- 
burg unlli last December, when he was 
expelled trom the Transvaal! by President 
Kruger, arrived here on the steamer 
kiruria today, P 

“Il went to the Transvaal a strong pro- 
Boer,’ said he, “and spoke on many a 
pubiic occasicn in tavor or the Iransvaai 
~eOvernmMent, but an insight inty the 
iransvaal metnods and an acquaintance 
with the leading oinciais within the 
‘dransvaal and tne Free State, as well as 
my personal experieice while trying to 
remove the obnuxious religious disuviil- 
vies under which the Cathgoiics and the 
Jews sufter, graduaily compeiled me tu 
see that the ‘lransvaal is not a republic, 
but rather an oligarchy, misgoverned on 
Strictly medieval principles. 

“At the Uitlander meeting at Johannes- 
burg, on July 26, 1899, I uttered the words: 
‘Let President Kruger @emand of the 
Catholic inhabitant, of the Jewish inhab- 
tant of the state, everything he has a 
right to demand of his own burghers. We 
would give up everything. Willingly, joy- 
fuliy wcu'd we sacrifice everything with 
the exception of our faith, our principles, 
our truth and our honor, and we will not 
Sacrifice Our faith and honor, because the 
heroes of Holland and the sturdy men 
who have presided at the birth of this re- 
public have not taught us that by sacw 
licing these things we would become 
worthy members cf the Transvaal re- 
public.’ 

“For this sentiment I .»,%s called upon 
to apologize. I was ordered to withdraw 
it. I refused, and although an American 
citizen, I was expelled.” 


ROBERTS REACHES VET RIVER. 


British and Boers Are Now Within 
Striking Distance. 


London, May 6.—3 p. m.—The war office 
has published the following dispatch from 
Lord Roberts, dated Vet river, Saturday, 
May 5th, 7:15 p. m.: 

“IT marched here today with Pole-Ca- 
rew's division. Headquarters and We- 
vell’s brigade, of the seventh division, are 
two miles in the rear. Maxwell’s brigade 
of the same division is the same distance 
to our right. The enemy are in consider- 
able strength on the opposite bank of the 
river. Our guns engaged theirs for some 
three hours without either being able to 
force a passage of the river, but shortly 
before dusk the mounted infantry, under 
General Hutton, turned the enemy’s right 
and in a very dashing manner pushed 
across the river under heavy shell and 
musketry fire. We are now bivoucking 
for the night within three miles of Vet 
river. Our casualties, I hope, are not nu- 
merous. Hamilton was in action vester- 
day and succeeded in preventing a junc- 
tion of two Boer forces by a well execut- 
ed movement by some of the household 
cavalry, the Twelfth Lancers and Kitch- 
ener’s Horse, who charged a body of the 
enemy and inflicted serious loss. The 
enemy fled, leaving their dead on the field 
and their wounded to be attended by our 
doctors. McDonald's Highland brigade 
dislodged the enemy on the right flank 
under cover of the naval guns, in which 
operation the Black Watch distinguished 
themselves and were very: skillfully led. 
Hamilton was advancing this morning to 
a different drift over the Kleinoet river 
Hunter reports that Barton’s brigade was 
heavily engaged this morning two miles 
north of Rovoidam: the enemy’s position 
was quite four miles long and strongly 
held. He states that our men marched 
magnificently and carried ridge after ridge 
in grand style. Casualties in this force 
in Hamilton’s and Hunter's, wil! be re« 
ported as soon as possible. Captain Mil- 
ier, who was taken prisoner near Tha- 
banchu, has been sent to Rundle’s camp 
by the enemy with a severe wound In 
the abdomen. sjrabant reports one ser- 
geant and four men were captured May 
Ist while on patrol, and that one of them 
who had been brutally ill treated and left 
for dead by the Boers was found the fol- 
lowing day. Lieutenant Lilly, Victoria 
Mounted Rifles, reported missing, was 
found at Brandfort dangerously wounded 
and has been most carefully attended by 
the Netherlands ambulance.”

MALLORY PIER IS 
DESTROYED BY FIRE 


Early Morning Blaze in New York 
Consumes $1,000,000. 


BARGES AND BOATS BURNED 


Persons Are Rescued from Ships Af- 
ter They Begin To Burn. 


ONE LIFE, THAT OF A CHILD, LOST 


Work of Rescue Was Quickly Begun 
and Carried on with Great 
Determination. 


New York, May 6.—A fire that started at 
the river end of the Mallory line steam- 
ship pier at the foot of Maiden Lane and 
the East river, early this morning, com- 
pletely destroyed the pier and its valua- 
ble contents. The police place the loss at 
$1,000,000. Several bargts which were 
moored near the plier were also destroyed 
and many rescues of their captains and 
of the members of the families on board 
were made. Only one life was lost. The 
nine-months-old daughter of Captain 
Charles Lochs, of the barge Sherwood, 
was drowned. 

The Mallory line pler was 200 feet long 
and 50 feet wide. The pier shedgwas fille 
with valuable freight of a miscellaneoys 
character, but mostly cotton. On the 
north side of the pier were moored a num- 
ber of coal and cotton barges, while on 
the south side were the steamer San Mar- 
cos and a number of barges. 

No sooner had the work of fighting the 
flames begun than the firemen and citi- 
zens turned their attention to saving the 
lives of those on the barges which were 
lying within the line of danger. Near- 
est to the pier was the barge Stephen B. 
Elkins. Her captain, Frank Fox, and 
his wife, his three-months-old daughter, 
and a baby, were on beard and sleeping. 
A skid was quickly run from the pier to 
the coal barge, the occupants of the boat 
were awakened and were hurried from 
their bunks to a place of safety before 
the flames had reached them. 

On board the barge Sherwood were 
Charles Lochs, the captain, thirty-six 
years of age; his wife, Lena, thirty years 
old, and their daughter, Rosie, nine 
months old. The Lochs family was away- 
ened by the flames. Their barge was al- 
ready on fire at the time that they were 
eroused from sleep. The father took the 
nine-months-old baby in his arms, and 
with his wife jumped into the water. Cap- 
tain Timothy Bovlan, formerly in com- 
mand of the barge New Brunswick, 
whose home is at Rondout, N. Y., plung- 
ed in to save the woman, who had be- 
come exhausted. Her husband, who still 
held the baby in‘his arms, saw that his 
wife was on the point of going down. It 
became a question to him as to which he 
should save, his wife or - baby. He 
therefore let the baby go, in the hope that 
she would be picked up by some one else, 
and went to the assistance of his wife. 
He managed to hold her head above the 
water until Boylan reached them. They 
and Boylan were then landed by life 
lines. 

On the coal barge S. H. Hand, which lay 
alongside the burning barges, were the 
captain, Joseph Plumb, his wife and two 
children. All were rescued by the police, 
but Patrolman Jeremiah Cronin was bad- 
ly burned while taking one of the children 
ashore. All hands on board the lighter 
Arno got ashore safely. Michael Sheldon, 
of that boat, was compelled to jump into 
the river, from which he was rescued. 

Three large vessels were lying so near 
the blazing pier that their safety was en- 
dangered. The steamer San Marcos and 
the steamer Neuces were towed into mid- 
stream and the bark James, the rigging 
of which was burned before she could 
be towed out of harm's “ay. 

The scene cn the water was a most ex- 
citing one, for the river was filled with 
steamer craft .ngaged in towing the va- 
rious barges to safety from their dan- 
gerous positions. Four cotton barges, 
others laden with cornmeal and some 
loaded with coal, caught fire and were 
destroyed. Some of them were also sunk 
to prevent the further spread of the 
flames. 

A’number of buildings on South street 
were scorched and several were emptied 
of their tenants, who feared that the 
buildings would be burned. . 

Harry Mallory vaid regarding the fire: 

“T have no idea how the fire started, and 
I can form no adequate idea of the loss. 
The entire pier is destroyed, together with 
the offices and other buildings on the | 
bulkhead. My brother Charles sailed for | 
Europe on the Teutonic ten days ago, 
and he will remain abroad two months, 
notwithstanding this catastrophe. I can- 
not tell what our immediate plans will be, 
nor when we shall begin to rebuild. Our 
books and other Gocuments were de- 
stroyed and I cannot say anything about 
the insurance at present. The only posi~ 
tive informaticn that I can give at pres- 
ent is that fortunately at the time of 
the fire there was not the usual amount 
of freight on the pier, as the Comal sail- 
ed at 3 o’clock on Saturday afternoon and 
cleared up most of the overflow. I pos- 
itively cannot fix the origin of the fire, 
give the amount of damage or approx- 
imate the amount of the insurance.”’ 


INSURGENT CHIEF CAPTURED. 


Filipino, Second to Aguinaldo Only, 
Is Now a Frisoner. 


Manila, May 7.—General Pantelon Gar- 
cla, the highest insurgent officer except 
Aguinaldo, was captured yesterday by 
Lieutenant E. V. Smith, of General Fun- 
ston’s staff, in the town of Jaen, three 
miles northeast of San Isidro, province 
of New Ecifa. 

Garcia. personally directed the guerrilla 
operations, and General Funston has 
spent weeks In trying to corner him, sev- 
eral companies beating the whole country 
at night. Often the Americans caught 
messengers bearing Garcia’s orders. The 
people protected him and burned signal 
lights wherever the American soldiers ap- 
peared. 

He seldom slept twice in the same town. 
Recently General Funston surprised him 
and his-staff while dining at Arayat at 
dusk. The Filipinos leaped through the 
windows and escaped, leaving their pa- 
pers and everything except the clothing 
they wore. The strain of being hunted 
finally exhausted their endurance. Genera] 
Funston is in Manila, where he came to 
bid farewell to General Otis. He will re- 
turn and endeavor to pursuade Garcia to 
secure the surrender of his forces, which 
number several thousand. Most of Gar- 
cia’s men live in the mountains and few 
bands would number more than a hun- 
dred. 

Jaen is the largest ungarrisoned town 
in the province. Spies reported that Gar- 
cia was sick and had been compelled to 
hide there, and Lieutenant Smith, with 
Lieutenant Day and forty cavalrymen, 
surrounded the town. 

The — led them directly to the house 
where Garcia was disguised as a peasant, 
only a major and two servants being with 
him. These also were captured. . 

Garcia commanded all the insurgents in 
central Luzon, several generals, includ- 
ing Pio del Pilar and Mascardo, being 
under him.

Memphis, Tenn, May 6.—At sunset to- 
day an admirul’s salute of seventeen guns 
prociain ed to the people of Memphts and 
Vicinity that Admiral and Mrs. George 
Dewey were at the city’s gates—her 
guests. 

The special train, which is composed of 
three handsome cars of the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad, left St. Louis this morn- 
ing at 8 o'clock and arrived in Memphis 
at 4:45 p. m. promptly on scheduled time. 
The day’s journey was passed pleasantly 
and had ‘no significant features beyond 
the fact that at every station en route 
large assemblages were present and in- 
sisted on seeing the hero of Manila. The 
receotion at Belleville, Cairo and Fulton 
were the most prominent, Admiral Dewey 
Shaking hands with many enthusiastjc 
people. 

When the spectal pulled into the Pop- 
lar street depot an admiral’s salute was 
fired by General Peter Tracy, who was 
at the head of the committee that visited 
Washington and extended Admiral Dewey 
an invitation to visit Memphis. 

Thousands of people were in attendance 
at the Poplar street depot when the train 
arrived. The streets were jammed and 
even the roofs of adjacent houses were 
utilized by many in an eager hope to 
catch a glimpse of the admiral and his 
wife. 

A reception committee was on hand 
to meet the distinguished visitors and 
they were immediately escorted from the 
train to a carriage drawn by four white 
horses. When the admiral entered the 
open laudau he arose and bowed to the 
throng. Immediately afterwards com- 
pany A, confederate veterans, made its 
appearance, and Admiral Dewey again 
arose and uncovered his head. 

“Gallant looking fellows, those,’’ he 
said to sume one near him, and he again 
saluted the: men in gray. 

Under escort of.the confederate vete- 
rans and the reception committee, Ad- 
miral and Mrs. Dewey were driven to the 
Peabody hotel and retired for an hour's 
rest. 

At 8:30 o'clock tonight a limited recep- 
tion was held in the parlors of the hotel, 
after which the admiral and his wife re- 
tired for a much needed rest. 

The celebration in honor of the city’s 
guests will begin tomorrow and extend 
through Tuesday. Memphis is full of 
visitors and nearly every down-town bus- 
iness house is profusely decorated in the 
national colors. Tomorrow morning Ad- 
miral and Mrs. Dewey will be taken for a 
drive about the city, visiting all the points 
of interest. The programme for the af- 
ternoon will be devoted to a grand flora: 
parade, while later an important featur: 
will be a reception by the colored men af 
Memphis. At night a ball at the Grand 
opera house will be one of the most at- 
tractive features of.the celebration. 

Tuesday will be given over to receptions 
at the exchanges and clubs, and at night 
a general reception will be held at the 
Peabody hotel under the auspices of the 
Women’s Club of the city. 

The admiral and his party. will leave 
for Nashville Wednesday morning at 
o'clock,

Near Dallas, in the Lone Star State, 
Half the Houses of One Town 
Are Swept Away. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 6—Half a doz- 
en distinct tornadoes occurred in central 
Kansas this afternoon, following a day 
of exceedingly high temperature. — Two 
people are known to have been killed and 
three injured. Wires are down in the af- 
fected districts, making it impossible to 
accurately sum up the damage done.

_ “+ 5:30 this afternoon a tornado vis- 
ited Logan township. It formed a tow 
miles south of Ellenwood and passed over 
the west portion of the city. At — 
Cheyenne bottoms, six miles north, 
divided in six different directions and % 
stroyed the residence of George and Wil- 
liam Helfrich. ; 

George Helfrich and his wife were in- 
stantly killed. William Helfrich, his wife 
and child were badly hurt. 

The storm struck the farm of Carl 
Schneider, destroying the outbuildings 
and leaving the dwellings untouched, Fur- 
ther in the country a number of other 
persons are reported killed or injured. A 
large amount of stock was killed. 

A special from Larned, Kans., says: 

“A tornado passed southeast of here at 
6 o'clock this evening and struck near 
Pawnee Rock, three miles distant. The 
wires are down and it is impossible to 
learn tonight the extent of damage done. 
Four separate funnel-shaped clouds are 
reported to have been seen in the direc- 
tion of Great Bend. 

“H. H. Gerrish’s house, barn and out- 
buildings were a mass of ruins. The 
family luckily was not at home at the 
time, and therefore escaped injury. The 
schoolhouse standing near Mr. Gerrish’s 
home was wiped from the face of the 
earth. John McComb’s house was blown 
down and his granary, barn and windmill 
reduced to ruins. The family happened 
to be In the one room which remained 
standing. H. Corbett’s farmhouse 
and barn and mill were all reduced to 
very minute pieces; farm machinery was 
broken and stock killed. No one was 
at home when the tornado passed. A. D. 
Pierce’s big hay barn was ruined and 
other buildings blown to splinters. The 
house in which.a Mr. Stone was living 
was ruined by the wind, but no one was 
hurt. The Presbyterian church in town 
is wrecked beyond repair. A brick build- 
ing was blown down and a large amount 
of damage done in other parts of the 
town. 

Nebraska Farms Are Swept. 

Omaha, Neb., May 6.—A special to The 
Bee from Wilronville, Neb., gives meager 
details of a tornado that swept there last 
night. Only daylight can reveu! its full 
results. -A Presbyterian church was de- 
Stroyed and many barns and outbuildings 
were demolished. A number of’ people 
have been injured. but apparently no one 
Was killed. Many farmhouses were qe- 
Stroyed. The hailstones were as large as 
baseballs, and were driven through rvofs. 
The twister appeared after the bom bard- 
ment, and took a northeasterly course. 
Farmers west and north of Wilsonville 
were the greatest sufferers, A. Lowers’s 
large house was destroyed, Lowers, his 
wife and daughter were seriously, though 
not fatally injured. Houses and barns of 
H. H. Farris and H. A, Bourn were de- 
stroyed. The latter was injured. Five 
cows W®re carried a quarter of a mile. 
The residence of Rev. Lavine was de- 
stroyed. His wife and children were car- 
ried forty feet, but not seriously injured. 
Much live stock was killed by the storm, 
and the damage to crops and fruit trees 
Was great. The amount of damage has 
not been estimated.

Dallas, Texas, May 6.—One-thirg of the 
houses in Garza, a town in Denton coun- 
ty, were destroyed late: this afternoon 
by a tornado.

Former Assistant Secretary of State 
Speaks in New York. 


WANTS HELP (FOR BOERS 


He Declares That the American Peo- 
ple Are Willing To Aid. 


HE DEFENDS PRESIDENT M’KINLEY 


Says Cecil Rhodes Is the Greatest 
Scoundrel Unhung, and Gives 
McKinley Advite. 


New York, May 6.—Webster Davis, for- 
mer assistant secretary of the interior, 
spoke at a meeting of the Academy of 
Music tonight held under the auspices 
of the New York committee to aid the 
South Africaapepublics. He said: 

“The great masses of our people do 
sympathize with the Boers. They stand 
for liberty, for civilization, for self-gov- 
ernment and for peace. Every’ effort 
should be put forth by them to bring this 
unholy war in South Africa to a ciose. 
As Americans we are opposed to having 
our republic held up as a menace: to for- 
eign countries whose sympathies go out 
to the struggling Boers. Aj] foreign coun- 
tries, since our war with Spain, regard 
America as one of the greatest powers 
of the world. Abroad today representa- 
tives and sympathizers of the Britisa gov- 
ernment are striving to create the im- 
pression that a secret unlerstanding or 
alliance exists between our government 
and that of England. We cannot, as 
American freemen, whose ancestors gave 
their lives for freedom and independence, 
withhold our sympathies from the farm- 
ers of the Transvaa] and the Orange Free 
State as they chastise those who in mock- 
ery of Britain’s great principles and in 
disgrace of her fame, seek to exterminate 
a civilized people and to destroy their 
liberty. 

‘We should be ready to hear the cry 
for help from the struggling peop.é of the 
two little South African republics. For 
Chamberlain has attempted to dominate 
and dictate in their internal affairs jusi 
as King George interfered in the affairs 
of the colonies. Indeed England has trod- 
den truth under foot and trampled honor 
and good faith in the dust. And were 
she to conquor the Boers, there is no 
doubt in the world that hey 
would be compelled to suffer’ as 
the people of Ireland have _ suffered 
for.centuries. British crue.ty ig proverbi- 
al. And yet the British nation poses be- 
fore the world as the great civilizer. Ac- 
cording to their theory the Boers are sav- 
ages and must be civilized even if they 
have to shoot civilization into them with 
lyddite guns and dum-dum bullets. Dur- 
ing the battle of the Tugela river 2,000 lyd- 
dite shells fell among the Boers, and 
though at The Hague convention dum- 
dum buliets were condemned by the re 
resentatives of the civilized world as 
only for savages, yet I have now in my 
possession three unexploded dum-iurr 
cartridges that I picked up on the top of 
Spion kop, in the trenches that have. been 
occupied by the British troops, and I have 
also two exploded dum-dum bulets that 
were given me by a surgeon as he extract- 
ed them from the bodies of two dead 
Boers. si 

“Numerous have beep the incidents of 
British cruelty on the battle flelds of 
South Africa, such as the abuse of the 
white flag and the firing upon the Red 
Cross. And the conduct of the British 
troops, especially the Lancers, has no 
parallel in modern warfare. 

“England has no right to peddle us. 
around Europe as the tale to their kite." 

“That's McKinleyism,¥ shouted a man 
in the audience. 

‘McKinley’s all right,” answered Mr. 
Davis. ‘“‘He is a patriot, one of the com- 
mon people like Lincoln, and the effort 
on the part of British sympathizers to 
connect him with the British effurt to 
crush liberty, to kill the two young repub- 
lics and to rob and murdc« their hand- 
ful of brave martyrs. is a crime and 
must be resented by every American pat- 
riot. McKinley is all right. but there are 
men about him who ought to be got rid of 
as quickly as possible. 

“T wish to God 100,00 Americans would 
arm themselves and with an -American 
fleet go to the help of the Boers. If that 
is not possible then we can tell the world 
that we do not sympathize with Great 
Britain but that we 4d) sympathize with 
the Boers.” 

He denounced Cecil Rhodes as the most 
damnable scoundrel unhung.

Solicitorship Race Most bt 
iting in Yeas, 


WILL BE A CLOSE CONTEST 


Supporters of Both Hartrdge and Os- 


borne Are Active, 


HARTRIDGE ANNOUNCES PLATFORM 


Promises, if Elected, To Close Every 
Gambling House in City—0Os- 
borne’s Appeal to State 
Committee Regarding 
Primary Rules. 


Savannah, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
most interesting solicitorship campaign in 
the state is growing warmer as the time 
for the primary election approaches. The 
strengest partisan feeling exists between 
the supporters of Solicitor General W. W. 
Ostorne and Mr. Walter C. Hartridge, 
and charges -and _ recrimination have 
flown thick and fast. 

The most interesting feature of the 
fight, the appeal of Mr. Osborne to the 
state executive committee regarding the 
rules governing the primary,is well known 
history, and the outcome of that affair 
{is anxiously awaited. Friends of Mr. 
Hartridge believe they can show to the 
state executive committee that the rules 
provided are fair and equitable, and it is 
not at all unlikely that Former Chairman 
Walter G. Chariton, of the Chatham 
county committee, will be one among the 
number to present that side of the ques- 
tion before the state committee. 

In any event the present indications 
are that the race in the Eastern circuit 
is going to be one of the closest ever 
known. The circuit comprises but one 
county—Chatham—and the registration 
numbers 5,764 white and 570 colored voters. 
The white registration is larger than any 
ever before known for a primary in Chat- 
ham county. The friends of both candi- 
dates have been pushing the registration 
along and both sides have kept up a 
Jretty even pace in getting the names of 
their friends on the books. 

Mr. Hartridge has created the leading 
{xsue in his campaign in announcing his 
platform. It is the gambling question. 
Mr. HMartridge has asserted boldly that 
policy lotteries, keno games and poker 
ganes flourish in Savannah publicly; that 
they are operated daily and almost open- 
ly. He has announced that he will posi- 
tively close up all public gaming houses 
end all policy lotteriés within sixty days 
after his assuming the duties of the office, 
sheuld he be elected. In addition to that 
he challenges Mr. Osborne to do the 
same and to stand on the same platform. 
With regard ‘to closing the gambling 
rooms Mr. Hartridge said in his speech 
at the theater: 

“I have selected, without their knowl- 
edge, the names of five of Savannah’s 
leading citizens, whose desire to advance 
the city’s material and moral welfare can- 
not be questioned. These gentlemen are 
Messrs. W. C. Powell, S. B. Adams, Ran- 
dolph- Axson, Jonn Flannery, and J. M. 
Solomons. I pledge them, and I pledge 
you, on my honor as a man, that should 
they, or a majority of them, any time 
after March 1, 1901, which will be sixty 
days after I take the oath of office in the 
event of my election, request my resigna- 
tion as solicitor general upon the ground 
that I have failed to suppress public 
ambling, that resignation will be placed 
n their hands for transmission to the gov- 
ernor of Georgia. These gentlemen will 
owe a duty to their fellow citizens to see 
that I perform my duty and I believe the 
citizens of this county know that these 
men will perform any public duty put 
upon them.’ 

Considering the recent agitation of the 
gambling question by the churches, Mr. 
Hartridge’s friends assert that he will get 
the large majority of the church vote. 

Mr. Osborne, on the other hand, asserts 
that he stands on his record as solicitor 
general: that he has prosecuted the ga™o- 
lers vigorously whenever they have been 
indicted by the grand jury and in each 
case they have been convicted and vun- 
ished. He denies that it is his duty to 
employ the ‘“‘spy’’ system to ferret out 
the gamblers, and asks why Mr. Hart- 
ridge as recorder, with the city police 
and detective system at his back, has 
not hauled up the gamblers before now. 
He and his friends scoff at the idea of

LARGE WHARF IS DEMOLISHED. 


Plant System’s Loss at Bainbridge 
by an Accident. 

Bainbridge, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)—The 
Plant system wharf here was demolished 
yesterday morning. The crash came at an 
early hour and only an engineer and 
a& negro were on the wharf. They nar- 
rowly escaped with their lives. 

The wharf was a heavy structure, built 
on pilings five to fifteen feet high, with 
an inclined track to the water for loading 
and discharging freight on steamers. For- 
tunately the recent high water in the 
river had receded. 

There were about thirty carloads of 
miscellaneous freight, mostly naval stores, 
on the wharf at the time of the accident.

While Mr. Gober is one of 
the best judges in tle: state, there is no 
man doing more for the people in a ma- 
terial way than he. Many hills that a 
few years ago were covered in brambles 
and were unprofitable are now fine peach 
orchards and are paying the farmers as 
well as any part of their land.

Resolved by Cobb-Deloney camp, confed- 
erate veterans, That the bestowal of the south- 
ern cross of honor No. | upon Judge A. 8. 
Erwin made him legitimately and in con- 
formity with the wish and purpose of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy the first to re- 
ceive this cross of honor to confederate valor, 
and that the compliment and honor to Mrs. 
Erwin and her gallant husband cannot and 
should not be claimed by anyone else.

A Question of Smothering. 

The contest between conscience and 
political duty is now troubling many 
able editors throughout the land. 

The Times-Herald, discussing some 
recent gemocratic platforms, is much 
concerned about an attempt to “‘smoth- 
er’ some political issues. The “smoth- 
ering” complained of does not appear 
to have been altogether satisfactory, 


but The Times-Herald is none the less 


concerned because it was even at- 
tempted. 

It is hardly possible for a democratic 
convention to satisfy the quirks of an 
editor who is troubled by political indi- 
gestion. That the Porto Rican scandal 
sits badly upon many republican stom- 
achs has been vouched for by The 


Times-Herald and consumed by repub- 
lican legislatures. The infamy has been 
accomplished and deserves today all the 
opprobrium which was heaped upon it 
during the preliminary discussion. The 
Times-Herald denounced the Porto 


‘Rican bill as unconstitutional, as in- 


famous, as so at variance with common 
honesty that the congressmen who 
voted for it should not be re-elected. 

But what about the president who 
urged it and who failed to use his veto 
power to prevent it? When he is re- 
nominated, and that, too, upon a plat- 
form indorsing all that has been done, 
what kind of “smothering” will be re- 
sorted to by The Times-Herald? 

Will The Times-Herald come out in 
a manly way and oppose the confirma- 
tion of a policy which it has so bitterly 
denounced? Or will it “smother” its 
conscience, and swallow the pill pre- 
pared by Dr. Hanna? 
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To Crown Himself. 

After twelve years of “war-lord” 
amusement it has just occurred to Kal- 
ser Wilhelm that he should crown him- 
self. This he will do as king of Prus- 
sia, instead of as emperor of Germany. 

The reason for this delay and the 
present decision is told by the Euro- 
pean correspondent of The Baltimore 
American, who says the event will take 
place at Koenigsberg. That he should 
have delayed his coronation so long 
may be ascribed to the hope, now frus- 
trated, that he might have himself 
crowned as emperor of Germany, and 
likewise by reason of the apprehension 
that if he caused himself to be merely 
crowned as king of Prussia he would 
thereby emphasize and call attention to 
the unpalatable fact that, strictly 
speaking, he is only king of Prussia, 
and that his title of German emperor 
is a more or less honorary dignity con- 
ferred upon him as president of the 
confederation of German sovereigns, 
who theoretically are not his vassals, 
but his allies and his equals. His decis- 
ion to have himself crowned next win- 
ter as king of Prussia is ascribed to the 
influence of his consort, and likewise 
to the impression common among the 
people of monarchial countries of the 
old world that a sovereign is not a full- 
fledged monarch nor invested with the 
semi-sacred attributes of the anointed 
of the lord until he has been crowned. 
It is understood that the emperor will 
adopt the same procedure as_ that 
which was followed on the occasion of 
his grandfather’s coronation at Koe- 
niesberg in 1861; that is to say, he will 
crown himself in lieu of being crowned. 
That event is thus described: 

Old Empgror William with his own 
hands took the Prussian crown from the 
altar and placed if on his head, exclaim- 
ing as he did so:

Columbia, 8. C., May 6.—(Special.)—It 
has become known that Editor A. B. Wil- 
liams, of The Greenville Daily News, has 
severed his connection with that paper, 
or will do so in a few days, and will make 
his future home in Richmond. He will 
have an engagement with The Dispatch 
for a time, but will ultimately become 
connected with the Seaboard Air-Line, of 
which his cousin, John Skelton Williams, 
is president and manager, in a capacity in 
which his talents will receive better finan- 
cila recognition than can be found in ed- 
itorial work in this section. 

Columbia {s to have an Assoclated Char- 
ities Society, largely through the efforts 
of Judge A. C. Haskell, who has got up 
interest in the matter. The society will 
be organized this week with nearly 200 
members. 

The plan upon which the Associated 
Charities Society is working is a good one. 
All members agree to pay $5 per annum, 
half on the first Tuesday in April and 
half on the first Tuesday in October of 
each year, to’ go to the fund for the main- 
tenance and work of the society; they can 
subscribe any amount they desire, pay- 
able in the same manner annually, to go 
to the emergency fund of the soctety. 

The officers will be ladies, with an 
advisory board of leading business men. 
Auxiliary associations in each ward, 
where the membership will be at lower 
rates, will be organized. 

A very hot legal fight is on in Sumter 
between the Telephone Manufacturing 
Company of Sumter and the Sumter Tel- 
ephone Manufacturing Company. Both 
concerns have lately. enlarged their busi- 
ness and were considered prosperous. 

The Telephone Manufacturing Company 
has secured a temporary § injunction 
against the Sumter Telephone Manufac- 
turing Company to prevent the latter from 
using the name or any similar name to 
that of the former and from using cer- 
tain patents which the old company claims 
to own. C. T..Mason and F. C. Man- 
ning, who own half the stock in the Tel- 
ephone Manufacturing Company and were 
the prime movers in the organization of 
the Sumter Telephone Manufacturing 
Company, have petitioned for the appoint- 
ment for a receiver for the Telephone 
Manufacturing Company and a rule has 
been issued requiring Peter Blow, H. J.

SUBSCRIPTIONS ARE LIBERAL 


For the Interstate and West Indian 
Exposition. 

Charleston. §. C., May 6.—(Special.)— 
Mcre than $115,000 has been subscribed in 
Charleston thus far for the South Caro- 
lina Interstate and West Indian exposi- 
tion, which will be held in this city in 
191. In addition to this amount already 
subscribed there is a great deal more in 
immediate amount and the total will 
reach $150,000 as soon as the railroads and 
other concerns have stated just how much 
they will subscribe. A bill has been pre- 
pared which will go to congress asking 
for a government appropriation of $250,000 
and this is almost certain to be allowed. 
The work for the great show is going on 
here with a will and the entire city is 
deeply interested in the success gf the 
venture. 

A commission for a charter has been 
issued by the secretary of state and the 
permanent organization is soon to be 
made. Books of subscription will be 
opened in Charleston tomorrow and by 
Saturday the advisory board expects to 
see immediate and magnificent results. 

The subscriptions now in come from 
all branches of trade. One encouraging 
feature is the interest taken elsewhere 
in the exposition, and companies in Bal- 
timore have subscribed liberally. Presi- 
dent F. K. Carey, of the Charleston Con- 
solidated Railway, Gas and Electric Com- 
pany, who is a resident of Baltimore, 
has interested Baltimore capital in the 
exposition and subscriptions have been 
coming in from there almost dally. Bal- 
timore capital is largely invested in 
Charleston. although the work in that 
city for Charleston ts altogether volun- 
tary. 

There is no doubt now about the .suc- 
cess of the undertaking. The money re- 
quired, or at least the greater part of it, 
is in sight and working plans are now 
on foot. A bureau of publicity will be 
opened here possibly this week and the 
various working committees are straining 
all nerves to make a fine financial show- 
ing during the week. Employees of the 
wholesale and retail business houses, in 
offices and other placws have been making 
liberal subscriptions and a great deal 
of money has been subscribed by the la- 
dies. 

Much of the inforniation which was of 
use to the general committee was received 
from Atlanta. To a certain extent the 
Atlanta idea has predominated and the 
enterprise and progressive methods of 
the citizens of that place have been fol- 
lowed in Charleston. 

In all of the exposition work there has 
not been a discordant voice. The great 
benefit to be derived is apparent to the 
entire community and business  peopiec 
have not been slow in subscribing to the 
capital stock of the chartered concern. 

Colonel J. H. Averill has been in charge 
of much of the preparatory work and he 
has demonstrated his ability throughout 
the early campaign. Colonel Averill was 
in charge of the exhibits from South Car- 
Olina in Atlanta and he is capable and 
energetic. With him there is a board of 
managers picked from the list of the 
most progressive and wide awake busi- 
ness men of Charleston, and this board 
has gone into the scheme with the single 
idea and purpose of carrying it through 
successfully just as was planned. The 
present. week will show how splendidly 
the exposition fund is growing, and at 
the proper time the actual work on the 
grounds and buildings will begin. 
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EXPLOSION AT BIRMINGHAM. 


Damage Done to the Sloss-Sheffield 
Furnace Company. 

Birmingham, Ala., May 6.—(Special.)—As 
the result of an explosion caused by mol- 
ten iron breaking out of furnace No. 1, of 
the Sloss-Sheffield Steel and Iron Com- 
pany’s city furnaces late last night, the 
stock house, coal bins, coal washers and 
trestling connected with the furnaces were 
almost totally destroyed by fire. The dam- 
age done will amount to more than 75,000 
besides causing both furnaces to go out of 
blast, one for not less than three months 
and the other for only a few days. Thir- 
teen cars loaded with ore, coal and lime- 
stone were destroyed besides tons and 
tons of coal in the bins and in the washer. 
A hundred men were at work about the 
plant and fortunately not a single one 
was even slightly hurt. 

Around the base of each fur- 
nace is kept a pool of water 
for /the purpose of keeping the 
outside cooled off. When molted iron 
comes in contact with water there js an 
explosion. It seems that a small hole 
burned through the furnace, emitting 
some of the molten iron, which ran into 
the water. An explosion occurred which 
was heard for blocks and blocks away. 
Large pieces of brick and mortar making 
the water pool were hurled some distance 
away while the hot iron ran out. Con- 
sternation took possession of the big 
crowd of men at work, and though they 
did everything in their power to prevent 
the awful destruction of property it was 
in vain. Two engines and two wagons of 
hose of the city fire department were em- 
ployed in fighting the fire until an early 
hour this morning. The department suc- 
ceeded in saving considerable property. 
Men are at work already clearing away 
the debr’s. It will take three or four 
months to rebuild the stockhouse, coal 
bins, trestles and coal washers.

Hotel Waiter, Who Was Caught 
Attempting To Burglarize 
a Residence—Cates’s 
Home Guarded, 


A mob of negroes, all supposed by the 
police to be hotel waiters, was discovered 
last night in an attempt to assassinate 
Charles Cates, the young man who shot 
and killed Lee Jefferson, whom he caught 
in the act of burglary. 

The mob, in which there were ten or 
twelve negroes, many of whom carried 
pistols in their hands, began to gather 
in the vicinity of Cates’s home, No. 145 
Randolph street, about 8 o’clock last 
night. 

Policeman Kilpatrick, who lives in the 
neighborhood, was informed of what was 
going on, and he telephoned to Captain 
Jennings, while he hid himself near 
Cates’s residence. 

Kilpatrick saw ten members of the mob, 
gix of whom held pistols in their hands. 
He tried to slip up on some of them, but 
they discovered his presence and fled into 
the darkness. 

A squad of polfcemen were dispatched 
to the scene by Captain Jennings, who 
went with them, and the men hid about 
the neighborhood for several hours. 

One arrest was made, a negro named 
Miles Brinkley, who was caught prowling 
aground the house, and a p'‘stol was found 
in his pocket. He admitted that his broth- 
er-in-law was a hotel waiter and told 
several stories about himself that were 
conflicting. He was locked up for carry- 
ing a concealed weapon. 

Cates killed Jefferson Friday night. The 
negro was a union hotel waiter and had 
his card in his pocket when found. 

After the killing, a number of negroes, 
nearly all of whom were hotel walters, 
demanded that Cates be arrested and an 
investigation be held. The coroner held no 
inquest and the police, believing the kijl- 
ing of the burglar was nothing but jus- 
tiiable homicide, refused to take Cates 


in custody. 
Officers Guarded Him, 

Saturday morning there were rumors 
that a number of hotel waiters had open- 
ly made threats of violence to Cates, and 
Saturday afternoon these reports were 
verified to such an extent that two police- 
men were detailed to escort Cates home 
from his work. 

Yesterday afternoon the rumors were 
revived. Last night the people residing in 
the neighborhood discovered negroes mov- 
ing about suspiciously. One by one the 
negroes slipped around the corners, all 
going in the direction of Cates’s house. 
Officer Kilpatrick, when informed of what 
was going. on, notified Captain Jennings 
and the captain was quickly on the scene 
with his squad of men, 

Cates wanted to go out and attack the 
mob single-handed, but was deterred by 
his family. 

Miles Brinkley, the negro under arrest, 
had a large, loaded pistol concealed in his 
hip pocket. He first stated he was going 
to visit his brother, and later said he 
was on his way to church. He explained 
why he needed a pistol in church by say- 
ing that he had been in Atlanta but a 
few months and was afraid to go about 
after dark unarmed. He said that both 
he and his brother-in-law were walters in 
hotels. 

Believed To Be Hotel Waiters. 

As Jefferson, the negro killed as a bur- 
glar, was a hotel waiter, and waiters had 
made threats, the police presumed that 
the mob last night was composed of wait- 
ers, | 

It was evidently the intention of the 
Mob to slip around Cates’s house and 
shoot him at the first Opportunity. Failing 
in this, they might have been bold enough 
later in the night to have forced their 
Way into the house in order to commit the 
murder. ; 

Officers were kept in hiding near Cates s 
home all last night. i 

The police regard the affair as one of 
the most high-handed outrages they have 
ever had to deal with.

The most remarkable thing about the 
hail is that it is still seen on the ground 


in patches, being between four and eight 
feet in thickness in gullies and washed out 
places at the present moment. 


James R. Pagett, a well-known Atlanta 


salesman, returned to the city last even- 
ing from Snellville, where he spent the 
afternoon in surveying the damage and 
destruction done by the storm. He stated 
that although the fall of hail continued 
but for fifteen minutes, the fields in the 
neighborhood of Snellville were beaten 
flat as though with the back of a spade. 
All that is left of the green orchards in 
the neighborhood is a waste of trees 
stripped of leaves and young fruit; the 
bark in some cases being literally torn 
to tatters by the force of the halil’s fall. 
Fifty young chickens belonging to one 
farmer in the neighborhood and twenty 
old hens were numPered with two well- 
grown pigs among the dead. The sides of 
several houses in the town that faced 
in the direction of the terrific wind were 
beaten and splintered as with a hammer, 
such was the size of the hail. 

J. R. Pagett brought with him from 
Snellville last evening two large baskets 
filled with the hailstones. The ice balls 
that fell nearly a week ago were about 
the size, or perhaps a little larger, last 
night than partridge eggs. At the time 
of the storm they were fully the size of 
hen eggs, forming in their descent a 
serious menace to the life of man and 
beast alike. ‘‘Two miles from Snellville,” 
said J. R. Pagett, “is a field of two acres 
literally covered at the present time with 
the hailstones that are beaten down so 
compactly as to defy the force of the 
sun’s rays. It will be several days before 
all the hail has disappeared.’’ 


Mark Twain is on his way home from 
England, this time as a candidate for the 
presidency. At a banquet in London last 
week, attended by the literati and its 
accompanying fringe of royalty, the Amer- 
ican author, in responding to the toast 
“Literature, put the ancient city in 
an uproar, from which it has, from all 
accounts, not yet recovered. 

The witticism of the occasion, based 
as,it was on the coming electidn, is of the 
kihd to give Mark Twain a heartiler wel- 
come than ever when he lands in. New 
York, 

His excuse for announcing himself for 
the presidency was that there are.not 
enough candidates in the field, while those 
who are entered are too much hampered 
by their principles to accomplish the right 
result. The platform upon which he stands 
—‘‘I am in favor of everything everybody 
else is in favor of’’—is bv no means a 
new platformyin American politics, but it 
is seldom a candidate 1s found so imperti- 
nent as to admit that he stands on it. 

‘There can be no broader platform than 
mine,’’ Mark Twain is quoted as saying; 
“T am in favor of anything and every- 
thing—of temperance and intemperance, 
morality and qualified immorality, gold 
standard and free silver. I have tried all 
sorts of things, and that is why I want 
to try the great position of ruler of a 
country. I have been editor, publisher, 
author, lawyer, burglar. I have worked 
my way up.’”’ 

Presuming, for instance, 
Twain would run for the presidency, and 
others who were never politicians before 
have announced, it is not difficult to fore- 
see that the Jiterature of the next cam- 
paign would live in history as the richest 
the nation ever read. 


While the eyes of the reading public 
are on the stirring accounts of the British 
advance to Pretoria, the tragedy of Spion 
kop, in which General Buller took the part 
of doubtful hero, is still the topic of at- 
tention in the English parliament. Parlia- 
ment on both sides has suddenly developed 
into a defender of Buller against what it 
termed the attempt of the war office to 
exaggerate his losses and make light of 
his successes. The discussion waged last 
week in lords and commons was based 
on the free publications of Buller’s dis- 
patches, in which his defeats were re- 
cited without any attempt to cover their 
nakedness. 

The government in defending itself took 
up the ground that so great a general as 
Buller needed no defense at the hands 


of the peace party.

The woman's lap was half filled with 
coin. 

When church turned out many persons, 
who had, perhaps, come away feeling 
profited by the services, added to the old 
woman’s store, already rich for one who 
had but recently been penniless. 

She went away with a peaceful smile 
upon the care-worn face, and the prayer 
of thankfuiness that was uttered by the 
grateful heart must have beén re-echoed 
in the anthems angels Sang on the giori- 
ous Sabbath day.

Ottawa Relief Fund. 
Ottawa, Ont., May 6—The fire relief 
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At a meeting of the Typographical 
union, held yesterday afternoon at Fed- 
eration hall, the organization voted $40 
to assist the Garment Workers and also 
voted $25 weekly to the members of the 
union as long as the lockout continues. 
Resolutions on the subject were proposed 
and unanimously adopted. 

Another feature of the meeting was 
the nomination of four members to stand 
as candidates for delegate to represent 
the union at the convention of the In- 
ternational Typographical union, to be 
held in Milwaukee in August. Those 
nominated were R. L. Whites, L. P. Hud- 
dleston, 8S. M. White and J. S. Holland. 
The election will occur on the evening of 
May 16th. A delegate and alternate are 
to be chosen on that date. 

The session of the union was called to 
order at 2:30 o'clock yesterday afternoon 
by President Dan Green and there was 
a large attendance. A number of inter- 
esting communications were received. 

A letter was received from Hoke Smith, 
fin reply to a letter from Secretary C. C. 
Houston, stating that his experience as 
proprietor of The Journal for fifteen 
years in running a union office was most 
satisfactory and he had always found 
the union reasonable and just. He said 
the union helped the paper to secure able, 
competent, sober men and it had profit- 
ed thereby. 

Another communication was read from 
New York Typographical union, stating 
that the union would give an exposition 
celebrating its semi-centennial, to be held 
from May 2d to June 2d at the Grand 
Central Palace. The Atlanta printers 
were invited to attend the exposition. 

The Tobacco Workers’ International 
union sent a communication, asking the 
patronage of none but tobacco bearing 
the union label. This was referred to 
the label committee. Also one from the 
allied printing trades council, of Sa- 
vannah, asking that special attention be 
given to urging the enactment of laws 
of various conventions and orders, requir- 
ing the union label on all printing. The 
matter was placed in the hands of Or- 
ganizer Houston. 

The International Typographical union 
sent in a notice calling attention to the 
convention in August at Milwaukee and 
notifying the union to elect a delegate. 
A letter was received from the same or- 
ganization that a preposition to levy an 
assessment of 10 cents per week on all 
union printers in the United States to 
assist the Pittsburg printers, had been 
voted on and carried and would run in- 
definitely, 


Sympathy for Garment Workers. 

At this juncture a committee, com- 
posed of H. F. Garett and Jerome 
Jones, came from the general federation 
meeting and made brief addresses re- 
garding the assistance to be given the 
garment workers, and the following res- 
olution was then passed: 

‘Resolved, That the Atlanta Typo- 
graphical union extend its moral and 
financial support to the Atlanta Garment 
Workers’ union in their present diffi- 
culty, and that we donate to the Gar- 
ment Workers’ union the sum of $25 per 
week so long as the present trouble ex- 
ists, and that $40 be made an immediate 
donation.”’ 

when the printers had acted on the 
matter of the garment workers, a com- 
mittee of three was sent in to the gen- 
eral federation meeting to report action. 
This committee was composed of 8S. M. 
White, Press Huddleston and Louis Salo- 
shin. The general federation meeting ex- 
tended a rising vote of thanks to the 
Typographical union, and before the 
committee retired brief 
delivered, 
the other unions to follow the action of 
the printers. 

The label committee reported that sev- 
eral conventions of secret orders would 
be held in Atlanta during the month and 
special committees were appointed to 
visit these orders to urge them to use 
the union label on all printing required. 
The delegates of the Allied Printing 
Trades Council made a lengthy report 
from that organization and were in- 
structed by the union to have fhe officers 
of the council send an official communi- 
cation to the secretaries of all state or- 
ganizations in Georgia asking them to 
put the union label on their printing. 

The delegates from this union to the 
convention of the Georgia Federation of 
Labor, Jerome Jones and W. P. Harding, 
reported the proceedings of that conven- 
tion, which proved of interest to the 
members of the union. Resolutions were 
introduced by Press Huddleston, expres- 
ing the sympathy of the union to Ed L. 
Sutton, one of its members, whose wife 
is at the point of death. Mrs. Sutton 
was the first president of the ladies’ 
auxiliary of the union. 

Some enthusiastic talks were made 
during the afternoon in support of both 
Samuel B. Donnelly, of New York, and 
James M. Lynch, of Syracuse, who are 
candidates for the office of president of 
the International Typographical Union. 
The election of president will occur on 
May 16th.

Accident Occurred at No. 3081-2 
Decatur, Where a Second Floor 
Porch Suddenly Gave Way. 


Whfie standing on a second story porch, 
mith her child in her arms, yesterday 
morning about 9 o’clock, Mrs. Lulu Burns 
suddenly felt the floor giving away be- 
neath her and in another moment both 
she and the child were hurled to another 
floor fully twenty-five feet below. 

The accident occurred at No. 308% De- 
eatur street. 

The womah’s screams brought relatives 
to her assistance and they found that the 
child had apparently escaped with only 
afew bruises. The woman was internally 
injured as was evident from a hemor- 
rhage from the chest, 

The mother’s first thought was of the 
habe and while desperately hurt herse f 
she took the child in her arms and would 
not give attention to herself until] she 
felt satisfied the little boy was alive and 
not likely to die, 

A pathetic feature of the accident was 
the fact that the child had been confined 
in a room {il for several weeks, and the 
mother was in the act of giving it fresh 
air for the first time in a long while when 
the porch gave way. 

How Accident Happened. 

No. 308% Decatur street is over a brick 
store and is reached by a stairway ‘ead- 
ing through an alley. The second floor 
igs unusually high from the first on ae- 
count of there being a slope in the Jot. 
Running alongside of the house were 
two porches, one on the ground floor and 
the other upstairs. 

Mrs. Burns is a working woman, but was 
forced to give up the position she held on 
account of the serious illness of her 
little two-year-ol@ boy. After several 
weeks’ of illness the child was pronounced 
convalescent and yesterday morning Mrs. 
Burns, with a mother’s joy, took the boy 
in. her arms to sit awhile on the porch 
where there was more fresh air than in 
the hall. 

She states that she barely stepped upon 
the porch when she heard qa cracking 
noise and felt the floor under her giving 
away. 

She Tells of the Fall. 

‘Tt all occurred before I could realize 
my danger,’’ she said to a’reporter of The 
Constitution, “and I was falling through 
space with my poor Iittle sick child in 
my arms before I knew the porch had 
broken.” 

An examination of the porch showed 
that the outer timbers had pulled away 
from the posts and this let the flooring 
drop. The physician who attended Mrs. 
Burns pronounces her injuries very seri- 
ous. 

The injuries to the child may cause a 
relapse of his former iilness. That both 
mother and child were not killed seems 
lithe less than a miracle, as they struck 
the flooring of the first floor after falling 
twenty-five feet,

ANSWERS. 

MARION.—I have noticed the list of 
Officers under General Marion's command 
in the revolutionary war, etc.. in The 
Constitution of the 15th instant. I ven- 
ture to give you some additional data 
based upon original papers. 

In 1780 there was a meeting of the 


leaders of Partisan Horse near Wagga- 
mon lake. The following were present: 
Francis Marion, two MHarvys, Francis 
Huger, Giles,, Gilbert Johnstone, Hugo 
Johnstone and a North Carolina partisan 
officer named Folsome; and perhaps 
others. At that time, or very soon after, 
Major John James joined with his bat- 
talion of four companies. 

These horsemen were the flower of the 
borders of South Carolina and North 
Carolina and served under leaders of 
their own choice. I have found no record 
of any of them asking for a pension, or 
service pay. Subsistence, while in active 
service, seems to have been all they 
asked. 

About this period South Carolina form- 
ed the militia into regiments, and sev- 
eral officers and men of Marion’s parti- 
sans were made officers in these militia 
regiments. All these forces were com- 
manded by Marion, who was made briga- 
dier general of militia. 

I give this brief outline to enable you 
to understand the positions held by sev- 
eral of those whom I shail name. Francis 
Marion was lieutenant colonel in line and 
brigadier general of militia; Peter Harvy, 
licutenant colonel of horse; Hugh Harvy, 
officer of horse; Hugh Giles, colonel of 
militia; John James, major of Battalion 
Horse; John James (of the lake), captain 
in Battalion Horse and ‘major of militia; 
Henry Monzou, captain James's Bat- 
talion Horse; William MecCottry, captain 
James’s Battalion Horse; John Macau- 
ley, captain James’s Battalion Horse; 
Sam Benton, Neutenant colonel Horse 
(militia; Ervin, colonel regiment miiitia; 
Alexander Broughton, captain B. C. R.; 
Gilbert Johnstone, commandant Light 
Horse battalion; Hugo Johnstone, officer 
Light Horse battalion; Thomas Black- 
well, quartermaster Marion’s brigade} 
James Moore, commissary Marion’s brig- 
ade; Thomas Clark, impress officer Ma- 
rion’s brigade; John Munnerlin, captain 
militia; Joseph Greaves, captain militia; 
David Reynolds, Neutenant militia; Adam 
Getsinger, quartermaster Harvy’s Horse; 
Francis Jonnstone, Meutenant, killed; 
Francis Huger, captain continental line. 

Hle was at the meeting of the partisan 
leaders in 1780 and I am inclined to con- 
jecture from my data that he was Gen- 
eral Marion's aid. Much more could be 
written of these daring partisans, their 
arms and methods, but JI desist, else I 
may trespass too much.

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MISS HAYGOOD'S — 
MEMORY HONORED 


Interesting Service Held at Trinity 
Church Yesterday. 


SEVERAL TALKS WERE MADE 


Stradley Requested Ladies To 
Remove Hats During Service. 


Dr. 


ALTAR WAS DRAPED IN MOURNING 


Colonel Hemphill Advocated Raising 
Funds To Erect Monument to 
Memory of Miss Haygood. 


Sixteen years ago Miss Laura Haygood 
appeared before the congregation of Trin- 
ity church to bid farewell to friends on the 
eve of her departure for China to take up 
her life’s work as missionary. Yesterday 
morning the same congregation held a 
memorial service in honor of her memory 
and several members of the church paid 
eloquent tribute to her work. 

A handsome picture of Miss Haygood, 
who died recently at Shanghai, China, 
stood on an easel within the chance] rail- 
ing and was draped in white, while beau- 
tiful white lilies were clustered about the 
frame. The altar was also decorated. in 
white and black and white flowers were 


in abundance. 

Immediately before the memorial service 
began Mrs, H. M. Owsley ang a beautiful 
solo, ‘“‘Never To Leave Me Alone,” and 
then Rev. W. B. Stradley, pastor of Trin- 
ity church, made a few remarks prefac- 
ing the service. He stated that several 
members of the congregation, who had 
known Miss Haygood for many years, 
would speak of her Hfe and deeds. He 
requested all the ladies in the congrega- 
tion to remove their hats during the ser- 
vice so that those behind them might 
have an unobstructed view of the speak- 
ers. Nearly all in the church at once re- 
moved their hats. ; 

In the meantime W. P. Pattillo, Colonel 
W. A. Hemphill and Judge T. P. West- 
moreland had taken seats within the 
chance] railing. Dr, Stradley announced 
that no set programme had been arranged 
and then called on Mr. Pattillo, who said 
he had known Miss Haygood since she 
was ten years old. In the course of his 
remarks he said he considered her the 
greatest woman he ever knew and told 
something of his knowledge of her work 
as a missionary in the orient, 

Golonel W. A. Hemphil] was the next 
speaker. He spoke feelingly of Miss Hay- 
good, whom he said he had known for a 
number of years aS a member of the 
church and a worker among the poor of 
the city. He said he had witnessed the 
tributes to the memory of Alexander 
Stephens, Benjamin Harvey Hill, Jefferson 
Davis and Henry W. Grady!, and said no 
more important memorial service had 
ever occurred in Atlanta than the one in 
honor of the memory of Miss Haygood. 

He went on to say that he came to this 
city when a young man almost imme- 
diately after the war and connected him- 
self with the old Wesley chapel, which then 
stood on Capitol Hill. Colonel Hemphill 
stated that Miss Haygood was a teacher 
in the Sunday school and there he made 
her acquaintanee. He gtated she always 
attended the teachers’ meetings and he 
Was greatly impressed by her talks on 
those occasions, 

‘She was not sat@fied, however,’’ said 
he, ‘“‘to work only in her own church, 
but went outside and began the organiza- 
tion of a Sunday Schoo] which has grown 
steadily until a large congregation at St. 
Paul’s church attests to the strength of 
her efforts. She also began the work 
which resulted in the estaDlishment of St. 
John’s church. It was she who started 
the Trinity Home Mission at the old bar- 
racks and at the time that section of the 
city was one of the most godless in At- 
lanta, “Her work brought it to be one 
of the very best sections of the city. She 
gioried in work of this character and the 
residents of the old barracks loved her.’’ 

He went on to say that he remembered 
when, in 1884, she came before the con- 
gregation of Trinity church to bid fare- 


on that occasion of being one of tne 
speakers. He said that what- was Atlan- 
ta’s loSs was China’s gain. He said her 
last words were, “If I had a thousand 
lives I would give them all for China,”’ 
and commented upon this as showing that 
her heart and soul were in her work. 

“The crown she is wearing in Heaven 
today,’ said Colone] Hemphil., ‘“‘is bright- 
er than any crown Of potentate, queen or 
king in the world and. this church ought 
to build @ monument to her memory. 
Not an elaborate monument, for she 
would not have it so, but a simple shaft 
of stone to Mark the approval of those 
who Joved her. On that shaft I would 
like to see engraved the words of the 
Master to Mary: ‘She hath done whai 
she could.’ ’”’ 

In concluding his remarks he Intimated 
that there might be some young woman 
of the congregation who would volunteer 


to take up the work where Miss Haygood | 
had left it and prosecute it as she had | 


done for the past sixteen years. 

When Colone] Hemphill resumed his 
seat Dr. Stradley announced that an open 
meeting would be held and all who desir- 
ed to speak would have that opportunity. 
E. W. Martin was the first to t@ke advan- 
tage of the invitation and spoke for a few 
moments in appreciation or Aliss Hay- 
good'’s work, 

Dr. Haygood, who said he was Miss 
Haygovud’s uncle and the oldest living 
member of the family, had a few words to 
say. He stated that the news of her death, 
while bringing sadness also brought hap- 
piness to those who loved her, knowing 
that her reward would be great in the 
life to come, Lewis Thomas also had a few 
appreciative words to say, as did A. J. 
Walker, who haji been a member of Trin- 
ity church for many years and had known 
Miss Haygood. 

At the invitation of Dr. Stradley a 
number stood up to show their respect 
for the memory of the well known mis- 
sionary and then Judge T,. P. Westmore- 


land read a paper, prepared by Miss Mo!l- 


sle Stevens, telling of the work and char¢ 
acter of Miss Haygood. The service con- 
cluded shortly afterwards.

SOUTHERN EXCHANGE 
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THE QONSTITUTION: ATLANTA: GA. MONDAY, MA 


On last Sunday morning Rev. C. A. 
Langston, pastor of the Church of Our 
Father (Unitarian) preached an impres- 
sive discourse from the text, ‘He 
that is not wiih me is against 
me, and he that gathereth not 
with me _ scattereth.’’ Matthew, xii; 
#. Mr. Langston has only recently 
entered upon his work ag pastor ef the 
Church of Our Father, but he has given 
evidence of the fact that the church is 
bouna to enjoy abundant prosperity un- 
der his ministrations, In respone to 
many requests We publish Mr. Langston’'s 
sermon in full: 

“Take the account of the trial of Jesus 
and study it with reference to the be- 
havior of the presiding judges, Cailaphas 
and Pilate. 

‘The vilicers who arrested Jesus in the 
Garden of Gethsemane led him to the 
palace of the high priest, Calaphas, 
where the trial was to take place. The 
court over which Calaphas presided was 
the highest legal tribunal of the Jews. In 
it was vested the authority to try herésy, 
idolatry, false prophecy; to it were re- 
ferred all questions pertaining to custom, 
tradition, ritual, ceremonial law; its pow- 
er was practically unlimited. The Ro- 
man courts commonly sustained the de- 
cisions Of this tribunal. In one respect, 
however, its power had been limited. Ow- 


‘{ng to the inability of the Roman govern- 


ment to check the constant disorders dur- 
ing the last years of the Jewish com- 
monwealth, and three years before the 
trial of Jesus, the right of executing the 
sentence of death was denied to the Jew- 
ish court save when the sentence was 
confirmed by Roman authority. If the 
Jewish court found a prisoner deserving 
of death, he was given over to the Roman 
governor, who then considered the case 
and either confirmed or annulled the sen- 
tence at his discretion. The finding of 
the Jewish court in the case of Jesus was 
tiie decision one would naturally expect. 
Opposition that was strong enough to 
cause his arrest would presumably be 
strong enough to secure his conviction. 
So far as Jewish sentiment and desire 
were concerned, the trial of Jesus was a 
piece of mere formality. It was made 
necessary by the rule of the Roman court 
to take notice only of those appea!s from 
the Jewish courts which were brought up 
in due form. 

“Calaphas and his associates on the 
bench thought they were doing God’s ser- 
vice. It was the duty, and doubtless, its 
pleasure 4S well, of the supreme court 
to make it uncomfortable and unsafe 
for those who might attempt in the name 
of reform to lead the people into thougths 
and, ways not sanctioned by proper au- 
thority. So when it came to its knowl- 
edge that one Jesus had been heard by 
reputable persons to utter blasphemous 
words concerhing the ancient temple and 

s service, measures were immediately 
taken to silence the man. Caliaphas 
doubtlessly believed that Jesus was on the 
wrong side and that he himself was on 
the right side, and from his view-point, 
he was fright. He was orthodgx; Jesus 
wag heterodox. 

Tie sentence of the Jewish court was 
luiqd before the Roman governor for his 
approval. Pilaie first tries to evade the 
question. Ke says: “Take your prisoner 
and try him according to your own laws. 
The ollicers Mori Pilate that the pris- 
ener has already. been tried according 
to Jewish law and has been found guilty 
of the charges. Pilate secing that there 
is no escupe fer nim undertakes to in- 
quire into the matter and determine 


whether or rot the sentence of the Jew- 
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ish court is just. He is perfectly aware 
that ac hus on his hend a serious piece 
of business. Here is a man who has suir- 
fed up his eovntrymen against himsell!l: 
Wheat if ‘t should appear that the na- 
tion of Jews really deserved the rebuke 
given by this man? And what would ths 
peoples do it he should see fit to annul the 
sentence of their highest court? ‘The rece- 
ord of this part of the trial of Jesus 
seems to show clearly enough that after 
a hasty examination of the prisoner, 
Pilate was’ thoroughly tonvinced in his 
own mind that Jesus did not deserve the 
punishment recommended by the Jewish 
court. His sense of justice moved him to 
annul the sentence and set the prisoner 
free: but his knowledge of Jewish charac- 
ter and the memory of former experiences 
With Jewish insurrectionists, prompted 
him to follow the suggestions of political 
expediency. Justice demanded dismissal; 
expediency demanded execution. He could 
Not jgnore the claims of justice; he would 
not defy political expediency. So he de- 
cided that he would fdvor neither the 
prisoner nor the people—nhe would be neu- 
tral. If Pilate felt absolutely sure of any 
One thing, it was that he did not commit 
himself in the case of Jesus. See how he 
undertakes to poise ais judgment! On the 
one hani, he says: ‘I find no fault in him,’ 
on the other hand, he says: ‘Tuke him 
and crucify him.’ He first washed his 
hands of the blood of this good man, and 
then turns him over to the Jews to do 
With him ‘as they pleased. Pilate left the 
hall of justice saying to himself: ‘What- 
ever happens to the man, at least I am 
not responsible. I have told them plain- 
ly that I found no fault in him, If they 
crucify him his blood will be upon them-— 
I am innocent!’ I suppose Pilate was 
thoroughly convinced that he had,main- 
tained a consistent neutrality. 

“This is the judgment of Pilate; what 
The judg- 
ment of history holds him etrictly respon- 
Sible for-an act of injustice which he was 
perfectly sure in his own mind he did 
not encourage, He believed that he main- 
tained a strict neutrality, put he did not; 
he had undertaken an impossible neutral- 
ity. He that was not with Jesus on that 
day was agairst him on the next. There 
are days when men must own their true 
Allegiance, there are issues toward which 
no man can remain neutral. Pilate’s 
place, even in spite of himself, was among 
those who on that eventful day caused 
Jesus to be put to death. And there ke 
Must remain forever and forever, an un- 
Willing enemy of Jesus. The judgments 
of history are severe, but they are true— 
and they are just. 

“The world has always had its Pilates, 
it has always has its Caiaphas. Thére are 
men and women who know what they be- 
lieve, why they believe, and what they 
Want to do. These take their places with 
Calaphas. They may be right, they may 

wrong; they are at least consistent— 
they live up to thelr beHefs; they join 
themselves with, those who are positive 
and declare their allegiance to the world. 
One knows how to take those who are 
frank in their beliefs and actions. 

here are other men and women who 
fre trying to do what Pilate tried to do; 
they are trying to maintain a strict neu- 
trality. They are trying to conceal their 
teal thought, in the belief that they can 
do so. But they cannot do the impossible? 
They may hedge, they may 
May evade, they may deny, they 
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tion, their true sentiment, will be known. 
No one can hide his real self from others; 
no one can conceal his real thought. The 
judgment of society, and the judgment of 
history will assign them to their proper 
places. 

Take this principle and apply it to the 
ways of modern society, what Is the re- 
sult? We get a vast deal of Mght on the 
good of duty-doing and the bad of duty- 
neglecting. 

There are many freeman who do not 
take the trouble to discharge their duties 
as freemen of a great republic. Tell them 
that they are hindering the progress of 
society and they will resent he charge. 
Tell them that God’s wind is blowing 
across‘the threshing floor of the nation and 
sweeping them into the heap of political 
chaff, and they will answer: “Let His 
wind blow. We are neutral, we have no 
axes to grind, we are not in politics, we 
are not interestéd,”’ So they imagine that 
home staying is non-committal, and duty 
neglecting is neutrality. But a man must 
be either for his country or against it. 
And indifference to his country’s need and 
honor always places him on the side of 
its enemies. He may try to shift civii 
responsiblity; he may think that he has 
succeeded, but the judgment of history 
will assign him to his proper place. 

What shall be said about church life? 
I suppose the Christian chureh comes in 
for more gratuitous criticism, favorable 
and unfavorable, than any other insti- 
tution of this country. It would be hard 
to find a man, woman or child who has 
not something to say for or against it. 
If a man is against the church, heart and 
soul, fairly and squarely, and says s0, 
you know how to take him; if a man 1s 
for the church, heart and soul, fairly and 
squarely, and says so, you know how to 
take him, &o. But tf a man is neither for 
nor agains@ it, if he undertakes to re- 
main neutral, the question of his proper 
classification becomes a most difficult: one. 

There are questions toward which one 
might be neutral, questions whith are not 
for various good reasons well understood. 
But the church ts not cne of these. You 
must either be for it or against it, and 
sometimes you are against it when you 
think that you are for it. 

There are many -persons who affect to 
believe that the church is a most honor- 
able institution; that it accomplishes 
much good which could not be accomp- 
lished by other institutions; that modern 
society could not afford to give it up; 
that parents need its help in rearing their 
children. Persons often say to me that 
they believe in the church; that they 
regard its offices as indispensable: that 
they send their children to Sunday school 
and their wives to church. They do these 
things because they believe it is right to 
do them. 

I think I ».now how to take the man 
who challenges the efficacy of church 
work, who denies that such work is nec- 
essary; I think I know how to rejoice 
with the man who loves his church, gives 
it his prayers and devotion and service. 
But when a man tells me that he believes 
in the church but at the same time never 
attends its services or participates in any 
of its activities, I know at once that there 
is a mistake somewhere. ? 

I can understand the opposition of the 
person who holds that the teachings of 
the church are.inimicable to human lib- 
erty; I can understand the position of 
him who simply cannot comprehend the 
purposes of church life; but 2 cannot un- 
derstand the position of the pérson who 
affects interest in Words and belies that 
interest in deeds. Does such a person real- 
ly imagine that he is fooling anybody? 
I have always regarded such people as 
victims of false notions, deceivers of 
themselves without Knowing or intend- 


It does net stand to reason that any 
person who actually believes, heart and 
soul, that the activities of the Christian 
church in the main make for righteous- 
ness and sweetness, will systematically 
refuse to assist such activities When will 
all mén see what many do see, namely, 
that there is no neutral ground with re- 
spect to church work? When will they 
also see that it is just this sort of delusion 
more than any other that 1s impairing the 
usefulness of the entire Christian church? 

If a man cannot be counted among those 
who would by their presence ercourage 
and ennoble worship and by their co- 
operation hasten the coming of the king- 
dom of God, then he must be counted 
among those who by their absence hindér 
its effect, and by their neglect or indif- 
ference delay the coming of the kingdom 
of God. No man, no woman, can sup- 
port the church by proxy. He may feel 
altogether friendly toward the work of 
the church, he may always be speaking 
good words for it, but all his words will 
be in vain if he does not try to practice 
what he preaches. It stands to reason 
that this should be the result. It is 
not in human nature to resvect the ap- 
peal of the man who is not willing him- 
self to do what he asks of others. You 
can lead people into the church, but you 
can’t drive them. 

What about the great questions of re- 
ligion and theology which are being dis- 
cussed so eagerly by the people? What 
ought to be the attitude and the spirit 
of thoughtful and earnest folk with ref- 
erence to this discussion? The influgnce 
of the old dogmas is fast declining; the 
traditfonal views on many important 
questions of theology, our conceptions of 
God, our thought of Jesus, our under- 
standing of duty—traditional views on all 
these are slowly but surely changing for 
the better. The question must. come to 
every one, What position am I to take? 
Where ought I to stand? What form of 
theology may I accept? Now @ man may, 
like Caiaghas, hold to the old ways, if he, 
like Caiaphas, represents old views, be- 
lieves old views, he ought frankly to con- 
fess it. If a man rejects the ancient in- 
terpretatioris of religion and inclines to- 
ward some modern interpretation, he, too, 
ought to confess his belief. But no one 
ig permitted toundertake what Pilate trie 
to do—to remain neutral. That is some- 
thing no one can do. One of the most 
recent examples of) the impossibllity of 
remaining neutral toward the great is- 
sues of religion and theology is to be 
found in the protests of certain members 
of the Presbyterian church against the 
retention in the confession of faith of 
entences and parts of sentences which no 
ae have any meaning, or having a 
meaning, imply something which is no 
longer accepted by many. It {fs perfect- 
ly plain that a large number of ministers 
and laymen have outgrown the doctrines 
defined in the creed of the church and 
these are seeking to have those doctrines 
left out. From other directions are com- 
ing appeals for less of theology and more 
of religion. Thousands of people are 
weary of unprofitable disputation con- 
cerning nice and unessential points of 
theology. The number of those who sanc- 
tion the movement for simplification of 
religion is perhaps greater than might be 
expected, for it is always the case where 
an unpopular movement is being started, 
many who in their hearts favor the move- 
ment conceal that favor until they see 
that the movement is likely to succeed. 
Men are naturally and rightly conserva- 
tive, and especially on questions pertain- 
ing to religion. They are inclined to 
wait and see what is likely to happen. 
That is just what they have been doing 

a great many years. They have been 
that a gradual change has been 
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doctrines and teachings of science have 
been slowly spreading abroad, and carry- 
ing enlightenment everywhere. But they 
have kept quiet. But it is becoming more 
and more difficult to keep quiet. Im- 
portant questions are pressing for an- 
Swers; significant movements are de- 
manding allegiance. One can’t keep quiet 
in these changeful days. But many are 
trying to. Many are trying to remain 
neutral. Many will not let themselves 
think. They are afraid that their think- 
ing will lead them away from the church- 
es and associations of youth, and they 
don’t want to go away from these. 

I know full well that many people in 
the churches are dissatisfiel with the pop- 
ular theology. They would have greater 
they even take it. And yet 
they go on where they are, canscious of 
their disbelief but unwilling to choose and 
follow that intervretation of religion 
which is most acceptable. Why? I would 
not dare say why. ' 

Certain it is that this cannot go on for- 
ever. One cannot effectively suppress 
one’s deepest sentiments. If one is dis- 
Satisfied with religion as it has been in- 
terpreted for him, then he ought in com- 
mon honesty to seek a more congenial re- 
ligious fellcwship. And this ought to be 
done honestly and openly. Why deny the 
very beliefs which mean most to us? 
Why conceal from others our honest 
opinion? Why evade weighty questions 
where there is no call for evasion? Why 
refuse to honor our best thoughts, stifle 
our finest sentiments? Why all this beat- 
ing around the bush? Truth is stronger 
than falsehood; why not trust truth just 
4S you would trust your mother—she has 
never failed you; truth will never fall 
you. 

“There is nothing for any one to be 
ashamed of. If you are a Presybyterian 
say 80, ana be a good one; if you are a 
Unitarian, say so. and be a g00d one. 
Do nox attempt an impossible neutrality. 
The great. issues of religion are clearly 
defined. Every man must deterfRiine hid 
attitude toward them. You have neither 
to stand for it or stand against it. If 
you are not gathering with the gleaners, 
you are perhaps wasting with the prodi- 
gals. You may, like Caaphas, stand 
firmly by the traditions of the fathers; 
you may, like Simon of Cyrene, go your 
full strength for the new; you may, like 
Pilate, undertake to remain neutral.. 
Which will you do? 

“The Pilates of this day in their im- 
possible neutrality are often the most 
dangerous, although unconscious oppo- 
nents of progress. Those who have 
prayed and wept over a cause, who have 
bled for it, know full well that the most 
discouraging afid depressing moments 
in the fight were due to the sluggish in- 
indifference of those whom they felt 
ought to be their fellow workers. It is 
often harder to move indifference than it 
is to awake virgin interest, 

“I nave said that every man much 
choose an allegiance, or be chosen by one. 
You must have something that you can 
believe in and work for. You cannot 
work for the thing you do not believe in. 
Anything that is not worth working for 
is not worth believing in; and anything 
that is not worth believing in is not worth 
working for. Every man may at least be 
true to his convictions; if he have none, 
he can say so, but if he has, he can be 
true to it. He owes it to himself that he 
be honest with himself. He may deceive 
other people, but that mischief is slight in 
comparison with the harm he does him- 
self in deceiving himself. 

“You are not called on to give unwaver- 
ing loyalty, you are not asked to declare 
absolute conviction, where such actions 
would cause you to say more than you 
felt cr meant. There are often good reasons 
why vou should modify your beliefs and 
change your loyalty, but you are sum- 
moned to confess the allegiance of your 
heart this day. What you feel and be- 
lieve, you ought to declare before all the 
world. Are you for conservative doc- 
trines. are you for traditional doctrines, 
are you for liberal doctrines? ‘These are 
serious questions, and they ought to be 
answered honestly. Will you take your 
stand with Pilate in some impossible neu- 
trality? Will you smother or conceal your 
real sentiments just for a handful of gold 
in the form of social recognition, or will 
you go with Jesus to Calvary? Do you 
propose to be among those who are trying 
to tell the world what they think and how 
they feel or do you propose to be among 
those who are trying to conceal their 
thought and to suppress their real senti- 
ments. 

“Every conscientious person must take 
the Wecision. It is qa most serious mat- 
ter. The age is making many demands 
for time and patience; appeals for loyal- 
ty come up from al] directions; it is hard 
to decide where one ought to invest one’s 
service, place one’s affections. We may 
trust the honestan qd earnest seeker after 
truth to find it some time. The person 
we feel the deepest concern for is the 
man who says that he believés in a cause, 
and yet will not back up his belief with 
sweat and blood. That man ought to 
know that he is neither one thing nor 
another; that loyalty to any cause is a 
great deal more than saying so. 

“In war, when some dangerous work is 
to be done, the commander makes sure 
that all who go up to the work are brave 
and true. He assembles his men and tells 
them what they are asked to do. The 
enemy must be driven from that height 
across yonder field, and in order to do 
this, we must run across that open space 
and storm his works... Many lives will 
be lost in the attempt. Perhaps most of 
us will be killed. The danger is too 
great for me to order you. If any soldier 
among you does not care to take the risk, 
let him say so before we go any further. 
(Men, we are going to cross yorder field 
and storm the enemy’s works on yon 
height. Many of us will lose our lives 
in the attempt. Now, all who do not care 
to join in this deadly business will step 
forward two paces, No chance for neur 
trality here; it is either go or stay. God 
calls us to do His work; that work is 
often unpopular; but God calls us to do 
it. All who do not care to join with His 
people in doing His work will step for-

Bishop Nelson preached a sermon at the 
Episcopal Pro-cathedral yesterday morn- 
ing which could be fitly characterized a 
prose poem on the fleetness of temporal 
lif-s. 

He spoke not more than fifteen minutes, 
and his remarks were an epitome of life 
as regarded from the standpoift of 
eternity. His text was the sixteenth and 
twenty-second verses of the sixteenth 
chapter of the Gospel according to St.

In the beginning 
of the Chribtian life and throughout all 
its workings we learn the truth that we 
and the earth itself must pass away. 

“The church is waiting. It is waiting 
upon the Divine Lord to come again. It 
is waiting for its King. 

“The hoiy communion might well be 
called a means of wayfare, a help for us 
to keep in remembrance that He will come 
again. 

“This earth is but an inn for the travel- 
er on his vay to the beaytiful Ne wJeru- 
salem. While we are not wishing to 
shorten this life or t re Peg ten ee - Bain 
brief n, we canno Pp t fee 
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waiting for somebody to come to “a 


again, waiting for a New Jerusalem. This 
view of-ilfe as a thing temporal wil] help 
us to understand why 80 many theories, 
so many heresies atise which attack the 
faith, for we can know that they are but 
for a little while; that they shall last no 
longer than a human breath. Therefore, 
let not your heart be troubled. 

“Evan when we have the best things of 
this life, we can still remember that they, 
too, are fleeting, and that there are even 
still better when comes the perfect re- 
lease. 

“Let us, therefore, My beloved, make 
the best of this life as it comes to us, 
always remembering that it és passing 
away, and looking forward to the coming 
of the Lord with the fullness of His prom- 
ise to those who believe and trust.”

“The work of the astronomers who are 
now in Georgia to observe she solar 
eclipse shows us. that the world is won- 
derful aiike in its smal] and its large 
things—the microscopic world is as won- 
derful as the telescope world.” 

Further he said that the most valuabie 
part of life was that which we are most 
apt to ignore—the child life. It is then that 
the most vivid impressions are received, 
and the character is formed. 

He said that branches of the day nur- 
sery and Sheltering Arms were needed 
at Elsas, May & Co’s., and the Expo- 
sition cotton mills for the children of the 
factory hands. 

Mr. Crumley also made a strong plea 
for a reformatory and urged the members

He asked for liberal contri- 
butions to enlarge the scope of its use- 
fulness and carry on the work. 

In response to his plea numbers of those 
present pledged themselves to give a stat- 
ed sum monthly during the year for the 
support of the home, 


AT THE FIRST BAPTIST.

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Dr. W. W. Landrum preached at the 
First Baptist church yesterday morning 
after a week spent in a series of meet- 
ings in the First church at Savannah. 
It was in this church that Dr. Landrum 
was baptized and where he was licensed 
to preach when only eighteen years old. 

The subject of the morning service was 
“Obedience the Best Evidence of Love.”’ 
The introduction was a description of the 
institution of the Lord's supper on the 
Thursday night whtch preceded the Fri- 
day of the crucifixion. Dr. Landrum 
commented upon the’ Lord’s discourse de- 
livered in the upper chamber and an- 
nounced that his text was: “If ye love 
me keep my commandments,” John, xiv, 
15. 

“Christ’s commandments,” said Dr. 
Landrum, “may be defined as moral, 
evangelical and positive. Moral com- 
mands are those of the decalogue and are 
as binding upon us as they were upon 
ancient Israel. Evangelical commands 
are those which relate directly to the 
gospel, such as a repentance toward 
God and faith in Christ. Positive com- 
mands are those which have force only 
because Jesus Christ ordered them and 
made them obligatory upon every desci- 
ple. Such are baptism, the Lord’s sup- 
per, and 
at stated times for the glory of God, 
the edification of His people and the 
salvation of. sinners. 

‘“‘All men recognize more or less the 
moral commands, some men, those who 
are saved, the evangelical commands; but 
a number, who are themselves the sub- 
jects of saving grace, despise, neglect 
and undervalue the positive ordinances 
of baptism, the Lord’s supper and pub- 
lic worship. Love to Christ requires 
obedience prompt, perfect and unremit- 
ting to all His commands. In our own 
times it is necessary for us to put spe- 
cial emphesis upon the positive ordi- 
nances whicu,while not essential possibly 
to the being of Christianity, are absolute- 
ly necessary to its wellbeing, efficiency, 
progress and permanence in the world. 
No man claiming to be a Christian and 
professing to prefer Christ’s will above 
his own can ever negtect, with good con- 
science, any duty ywhich Christ has laid 
upon him.”’ 


The evening service was particularly 
interesting. An address was delivered 
b-- Colonel Holtz, of the Salvation Army, 
and a collection was taken up for the 
army during the service. Dr. Landrum, 
who introduced the speaker, stated that 
since his last visit to London, England, 
where he witnessed the work of the 
Salvation Army in the slums of the Brit- 
is. capital, he had always felt kindly 
disposed toward the Salvation Army. 
‘ihe second serive of the evening was 
the ordinance of baptism, which Dr. Lan- 
dr.m auministered to eleven persons. 
The benediction was pronounced by Rev. 
T. B. Thames, of Danville, Va.

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Insects and Plant Diseases 


Written for Ghe Constitution by Professor A. C. Quaintance, Biolo- 


gist of the Georgia Experiment Station. 


NINTH PAPER. 


It is intended to give a series of papers on the more important insects and plant dis- 
eases destructive to field and oychard crops in the south, Especial attention will be given 
to the best methods of preventing these injuries, and the writer hopes that those who have 
sustained loss from these causes may find this discussion of interest, and that they may be 


able to reclaim, to a great extent, these losses. 


A set plan of discussion will not necessa- 


rily be adhered to, and any one desiring information on a certain insect or fungous disease, 
is invited to write to the editor of the F, & F. Department concerning it and the answer 


will appear in due time. 


By this means those insects and diseases of most interest to 


farmers and orchardists will receive earlier consideration than might otherwise occur. 


COLORADO POTATO BEETLE. 
(DORYPHORA TEN-LINEATA) 
Throughout the north and west this in- 
sect is by far the most serious pest with 
which growers of irish potatoes have to 
deal. In thé more southern states seri- 
ous injury is Hkely to occur only during 
occasional years, and our growers have 
not, as a rule, gotten into the habit of 
reckoning with these insects as a definite 
factor in Irish potato culture. But from

this fact, when we have a “potato beetle 
year,’’ the injury caused is very serious, 
for the reason that the beetles are unex- 
pected, and are not usually dpeovered 
until the devastated vines attra@t atten- 
tion. The chances’ are, furthermore, 
that the grower is not prepared to give 
them immediate treatment, and some days 
must elapse before the necessary poisons 
Can be secured. Considering the ease and 
cheapness with which this pest can be 
controlled, gardeners and truckers should 
never be subjected to loss from this in- 
sect. 
HISTORY AND DISTRIBUTION. 

As early as 1859 this insect had become 
quite a pest to potato growers along the 
eastern foothills of the Rocky mountains, 
its original home, where it fed on a wild 
solonaceous plant. With the gradual 
development of that country and the more 
general cultivation of the Irish potato, 
the insect seems to have found the pota- 
to more to its Iking than its native food 
plant, and owing to the abundance of 
food, soon developed into a most serious 
nuisance. From its western home, the 
insects spread eaStward at the rate of 
from fifty to seventy miles a year. Mis- 
souri and Iowa soon became invaded, and 
about the year 1865, the insect crossed the 
Mississippi, at several different points, 
and continued to spread over the states 
eastward, finally reaching the Atlantic 
in about 1874. The spread of this insect 
was much more rapid eastward than 
southward, due in part to the fact that 


the irish potato was more generally cul-, 


tivated north than south. As long ago 
as 1876, Riley estimated ‘that the insect 
had invaded, from its original home, an 
area of 1,500,000 square miles, or an area 


of more than one-third of the United |

black. There are five black stripes on 
each wing cover (10-lined, in all, hence 
the name 10-lineata), and the third and 
fourth of each, counting from the out- 
side, are usually united behind. The pro- 
thorax above is of much the same color 
as the lower surface of the body, and is 
marked with a number of irregular black 
blotches. 

The larvae are fleshy, grub-like insects 
of a brownish req color, with head and

feet black. Along each side of the body 
are two rows of black spots. In length a 
larva measures about three-eighths of an 
inch and {is about two-thirds as thick as 
long. The eggs are bright orange in 
color and are laid in patches of from ten 
to forty of the food plants of the larvae, 
more usually the leaves ‘of the Irish po- 
tato or the common horse-nettle (Sola- 
num carolinense). 

The mature insects, or beetles, may 
make their appearance in the spring at 
about the time that Irish potatoes are up, 
and in the course of a week or ten days 
egg laying may begin. A single female 
may deposit about 0 eggs during the 
course of her life, but not unfrequently 
quite twice that number are deposited. 
The eggs hatch In a few days and the 
young larvae soon begin to feed on the 
foliage and in the course uf two to three 
weeks attain their growth; the plants are 
then deserted, the larvae working beneath 
the soil, where the pupal state is entered. 
From these pupae adults emerge in the 
course of about ten days and egg laying 
for the next brood soon begins. The life 
cycle being so short, several broods may 
occur each season. 

TREATMENT. 

A lookout should be kept for the ap- 
pearance of the bettles on the potato 
vines in the spring. As soon as the beetles 
are noticed the vines should be thorough- 
ly poisoned, as with Paris green. If a 
knapsack sprayer is at hand apply the 
paris green at the rate of one ounce to 
each five gallons of water. In lieu of a 
knapsack sprayer the polson may be ap- 
plied with any of the ordinary dusters 
or powder guns, being first thoroughly 
mixed with about twenty parts of cheap 
flour, or fine sifted air-slacked lime. In 
applying poisons in the form of dust it is 
better to make the application while the 
plants are wet, as with dew, as it will ad- 
here much better than when the foliage 
{is dry. Especial pains should be taken to 
destroy the beetles upon their first ap- 
pearance in the spring, before egg-laying
